EL  PASO,  June  2 — Soon  after  the 
departure  of  Francisco  L  Madero,  jr., 
for  Mexico  City  today,  details  were 
made  known  of  an  alleged  attempt  to 
dynamite  him.  The  plot,  according  to 
the  insurrecto  police,  was  to  have  been 
carried  out  during  the  ball  which 
Senor  Madero  attended   in  Juarez   last 

iiisrht.

When  the  plot  was  discovei-ed, 
enough  dynamite  was  being  carried 
ajito  two  ballrooui  to  blow  up  tlic  en- 
tire building.  About  oOO  persons,  in- 
cluding Senor  Madero  .ind  hi."*  wifp, 
were  the  principals  and  spectators  of 
a  grand  march,  when  about  .11  o'clock 
a  man  wa.«;  stopped  at  the  entrance. 
Out  of  the  man's  pocket  was  pulled  a 
large  tin  can,  whicli  was  filled  with 
dynamite  and  jjrovided  with  a  time 
fuse.  The  in.surrecto  police  assert 
that  had  the  dj'namlte  exploded,  few 
in  the  ballroom  would  have  escaped 
injur.y. 

Opinion  is  expressed  by  the  Juarez 
authorities  that  the  presence  of  the 
dynamite  at  the  ballroom  is  only  part 
of  an  elaborate  conspiracy,  formed  in 
Mexico  City  and  other  places,  by  a  po- 
litical party  opposed  to  Madero,  and 
that  further  developments  are  ex- 
pected.

Juarez  in  charge  of  General  Jo>«e  De

The  alleged  conspiracy  has  to  do 
with  the  furnishing  of  metal  supplies 
to  the  Puget  Sound  nav>'  yard.

Smelting  and  Refining  company  had 
oI]^,  ,ha,nct .  a  large  quantity  of  zinc.

navy  yard  storekeeper's  office,  decided 
that  the  government  needed  this  ma- 
terial.

Steel  Corporation  directorate,  told  the 
Stanley  steel  trust  investigating  com-

behind  J.  P.  Morgan  in  averting  a  dis- 
astrous  financial   upheaval  In   1907. 

He  insisted,  challenging  the  state- 
ments of  John  W.  Gates  before  the 
committee,  that  the  purchase  by  the 
steel  corporation  of  the  Tennessee  Coal 
and  Iron  company  at  that  time  was' 
made  at  a  price  more  rnan  it  was  wortli 
for  the  express  purpose  of  preventing 
the  crash  of  the  New  York  ijanking 
firm  of  Moore  and  Schley. 

Mr.  Gary  related  a  dramatic  story  of 
the  niomentnuR  events  whioh  nrt»f.f><i«>ri 
the  absorption  of  the  Tennessee  con- 
cern. 

Ho  described  in  detail  how  be  and 
Henry  C.  Prick,  at  the  instance  of  Mr. 
Morgan,  had  revealed  the  plan  of  huj-- 
ing  the  company  at  a  pr^-ce  greater 
tlmn  Its  value  to  President  Koosevelt 
and  Mr.  Boot,  then  secretary  of  state. 
He  told  how  he  had  concluded  before 
their  inter\-lew  with  Mr.  Roosevelt  that 
any  government  prosecution  on  the  fact 
would    have    been    an    "outrage." 

Mr.  Gary  made  many  surprising 
statements  during  his  eight  hours  ex- 
amination, but  none  more  startling 
than  liis  declaration  that  government 
control  and  publicity  of  corporations 
in  this  country  must  como.  He  said 
that  througli  tlie  American  Iron  and 
Steel  Institute,  the  heads  of  the  steel 
Industry  were  trying  to  steer  a  course 
between  the  Sherman  anti-trust  law. 
which  :he  characterized  as  "archaic," 
on  the  one  hand,  and  the  old  time  meth- 
od of  destructive  competition  on  the 
other  In  order  to  operate  for  the  public 
welfare. 

Mr.  Gar.v  announced  to  the  committee 
that  he  wanted  everything  known  con- 
corning  the  steel  corporation,  and  more 
than  ail  Vie  pleaded  for  some  respon- 
sible government  source  to  which  such 
a  necessarily  great  corporation  could 
appeal  for  guidance  In  the  conduct  of 
It.s  business.

PROMOTION  OF  CIVIC 
ENTENTE  COROIALE 


Mayor  Seymour  of  Tacoma 
Talks  of  Co-Operation  Be- 
tween Municipal  Adminis- 
trations and  its  Effect. 


A  "live"  and  arresting  personality 
umong  the  members  of  the  Orpheus 
club  of  Tacoma,  which  Is  visiting  this 
city  is  Mayor  W.  W.  Seymour,  of  Tac- 
oma. In  conversation  with  a  Colonist 
representative  on  Jils  arrival.  Mayor 
Seymour  made  what  may  prove  a  far- 
reaching  proposition  In  connection  '^\t\\ 
the  promotion  of  a  civic  "entente  cor- 
dlale"  between  the  chief  cities  on  the 
Pacific  coast,  and  which,  if  extended 
in  Us  appHtatlon  would  mBterlally  pro- 
mote a  better  and  more  intimate  un- 
derstanding between  the  respective 
mayors  and  their  colleagues  In  mun- 
icipal   government. 

"This  joint  concert  given  here  by 
your  Arlon  and  our  Orphons  club."  said 
Mayoi  Seymour,  "Is  in  the  nature  of 
a    musical    "entente      cordlale"    between 

much  like  to  see  such  a  happy  rap- 
prochement' extended  to  municipal  and 
civic  life.  It  Is,  Indeed,  my  ambition 
during  this  year's  tenure  of  office  as 
Mayor  of  Tacoma  to  bring  about  a  civ- 
ic convention  In  the  fall,  at  which  the 
mayors  of  Victoria.  Vancouver,  Seattle, 
Portland,  San  Francisco,  and  the  other 
cities  on  the  Pacific  coast  should  get 
together  in  Tacoma,  and.  In  a  con- 
vivial conference  compare  notes." 

"I  am  an  enthusiastic  advocate  of 
clvto  co-operation,  believing  that  In 
the  Interchange  of  views  and  In  the 
comparison  of  our  cities'  problems, 
mutual  and  friendly  advice  and  consid- 
eration is  of  the  utmost  value  In  set- 
tling our  own  problems  and  In  avoiding 
the  difficulties  and  evils  which  may 
exist  In  neighboring  cities.  It  is  of  the 
utmost  importance,  too,  that  a  mayor 
should  avail  himself  of  the  experience, 
knowledge,  and  Ideas  of  those  associ- 
ated with  him,  and  subordinate  to  him. 
In  the  government  and  adnilplstratlon 
of   his  city." 

Co-6p«raUva  Bnggeattons 
At  the  great  Ilelnze  factory  In  Pitts- 
burg, where  the  57  varieties  of  Na- 
tional Cash  Registers  are  made,  there  is 
a  dally  luncheon,  and  over  the  table 
things  of  Interest  to  the  place  are 
brought  out,  and  efficient  co-ordination 
thus  secured.  At  the  very  extensive 
plant  of  the  Denntson  Manufacturing 
Company,  in  South  Framlngham.  Mass.. 
the  same  effect  is  obtained  by  having 
In  session  half  of  every  day  for  three 
months  at  a  time  a  committee  selected 
from  among  the  management  to  propose 
new  plans  and  to  secure  from  the 
workers  now  plans,  and  to  carefully 
consider  all  suggestions  made  by  the 
staff.  Reward  and  promotion  rest 
largely  on  the  usefulness  of  these  ideas. 
The  committee  is  changed  every  three 
months,  so  as  to  pass  It  round  through- 
out the  m.T.nagenient.  An  Instance  of 
the  operation  and  value  of  this  breadth 
of  business  methods  Is  to  bo  seen  in  the 
fact  that  this  company  .sent  the  super- 
intendent of  Its  printing  department 
to  attend  a  special  course  of  lectures 
on  printing  at  Harvard  University,  in 
order  that  he  might  get  the  utmost  out- 
Bide  Information  by  which  any  improve- 
ment or  economy  might  be  effected  In 
the  firm's  great  plant. 

"In  a.  city,"  continued  Mr.  Seymour. 
"It  seems  to  me  the  best  effect  could  he 
produced  by  having  what  has  been  sug- 
gested should  be  a  compulsory  city  club. 
Women  should  consider  his  appointment 
safe  If  he  did  not  lunch  with  iUl  the 
other  heads  of  departments  once  a.  week, 
or  at  least  once  a  month.  A  luncheon 
table  discussion  with  a  little  careful 
predetermination  as  to  programme  would 
bring  out  immensely  beneficial  mat- 
ters. Each  time  this  "culb"  luncheon  was 
held  assistants  and  colleagues  shouiii 
be  brought  in,  not  perhaps  all  at  once, 
but  so  as  to  get  clear  around  in  the 
course  of  a  few  months.  It  ought 
practically  to  be  a  "free-for-all":  but  at 
tne  name  iimo  njiuu»M  we  ta^^^"^^  **•  *----v 
80  that  the  ordinary  tendency  to  diverge 
which  continually  besets  us  Americans 
should  be  restricted.

"X  am  myself  going  to  see  if  I  can 
do  .something  on  these  lines  In  Ta- 
coma. There  Is  already  a  very  represen- 
tative and  Infiuential  organization  pro- 
pagating these  Ideas,  in  the  Amerlcuii 
Civic  association,  whose  headquarters 
are  In  Washington,  and  whose  president 
Is  that  remarkable  and  mighty  fine,  man. 
J.  Horace  Mcl^'arland,  of  Harrlsburg, 
Pa.  Clinton  l^ogers  Woodruff  Is  the  as- 
sociation's vice-president,  and  its  execu- 
tive board  Includes  sucli  people  as  Dr.

Mr.  Han- 
cock was  formerly  city  engineer  at  Fort 
William,  and  is  now  practicing  in  Van- 
couver; Mr.  Barham  has  been  engaged 
on  large  works  in  England,  and  also 
in  Corea  and  Australia,  and  Is  at  pres- 
ent engaged  in  the  city  engineer's  of- 
vfloe.

We  UixA 
mfrulouea  the  fai.-t  that  the  Grand 
Trunk  Pacinc  had  made  a  very  large 
inirchftHe  of  lumber  In  Seattle  and  asked 
U  this  was  a  foretaste  of  what  w« 
mtg^M  «ii.peat  ua<toF  reciprocity.  Forth- 
with our  contemporary  seized  upon  the 
purchase  as  a  reason  why  we  should 
have  reciprocity,  because  it  said  the 
Puget  Sound  mUl  could  undersell  the 
British  Columbia  mills  for  the  reason 
that  they  had  cheaper  supplies  and 
cheaper  labor.  We  accepteu  thl«  tx- 
planation,  and  said  that  it  bore  out  our 
contention  that  if  the  cost  of  living 
fell,  the  rate  of  wagoa  would  automat- 
ically   decline. 

Our  contemporary  returns  to  the  ques- 
tion and  says  that  under  reciprocity  our 
mlllmen  will  be  able  to  anticipate  the 
dumping  of  American  lumber  Into  the 
Prairie  Provinces.  Let  us  examine  the 
question  a  little.  Our  contemporary 
tells  us  that  when  we  have  got  wages 
and  supplies  down  to  the  American 
level  we  will  be  able  to  ship  any 
quantity  of  lumber  into  the  United 
States  as  far  south  on  the  Pacific  coast 
as  L.08  Angeles,  and  oast  of  the  moun- 
tains into  the  Southern  States.  Every 
car-load  of  British  Columbia  lumber 
sent    into    those    markets    will   dispJiace 


Today  la. the  anniversary  of  the  birth 
of  George  V.  He  was  born  June  3,  186B. 
and  Is  therefore  forly-8l»  years  old. 
While  His  Majesty's  title  to  the  Crown  is 
parliamentary,  the  House  to  which  he 
belongs  deriveis  Us  right  to  be  consider- 
ed the  British  Royal  Family  oy  reason 
of  its  descent  from  James  I.;  that  is, 
the  royal  line  of  descent  is  from  the 
StufirtP.  The  original  name  of  the 
Stuarts  was  Fltz-Alan,  and  the  name 
Stuart  was  derived  from  the  office  of 
High  Steward  of  Scotland  which  was 
heredlUry  In  the  family.  The  spelling 
Stuart  la  French.  One  of  the  early 
Stewarts  married  Into  the  family  of  the 
ancient  royal  House  of  Scotland,  which 
was  descended  from  Fergus,  Son  of 
Eric,  who  came  over  from  Ireland  about 
the  Sixth  Century.  King  George  and 
his  ancestry  In  a  more  or  less  direct 
line  have,  therefore,  been  royal  In 
Britain  for  centuries. 

hIr  Majesty's  accession  came  at  one 
of  the  most  critical  periods  in  British 
history,  for  it  occurred  in  the  midst  of 
such  an  agitation  as  had  not  existed  for 
a  long  time.  Thanks  to  the  wisdom  of 
his  father  and  grandmothet-  his  entrance 
into  the  kingly  office  was  regarded  by 
the  people  without  misgivings,  and  not  a 
dissenting  voice  was  raised.  The  long 
and  beneficent  reign  of  Victoria  end  the 
too  brief  yet  wise  rule  of  Edward  VII.. 
combined  to  place  royalty  upon  a  very 
different  footing  In  the  United  Kingdom 
from  that  which  it  occupied  in  former 
times.  It  is  not  generally  known  that 
there  were  indications  of  opposition  to 
the  accession  of  Queen  Victoria,  and  It 
Is  familiar  history  that  it  look  u  long 
time  to  bring  the  people  to  accept  the 
House  of  Hanover  as  rightful  sovereigns, 
although  Parliament  had  so  declared 
them   to  be. 

His  Majesty's  reign  has  not  been 
long  enough  to  enable  him  to  exhibit 
in  any  marked  degree  his  qualifications 
for  his  high  office,  but  such  evidence 
as  is  available  Is  full  of  promise.  His 
appreciation  of  the  dignity  of  his  posi- 
tion iB  and  the  responsibilities  attaching 
to  It  very  high.  He  is  animated  by  a 
aplrit  of  practical  Imperialism.  Person- 
ally he  la  highly  esteemed,  and  his  home 
life  Is  such  as  to  win  him  the  affection 
of  the  people.  British  people  every- 
where will  Join  in  the  hope  that  they 
may  have  many  occasions  upon  which 
to  celebrate  June  3rd  as  the  royal  birth- 
day.

Last  year  calcium  chloride 
was  used,  about  ten  tons  being  pur- 
chased and  sprinkled  on  EsQulnialt 
road  and  other  ihoruughfares,  but  it 
proved  too  costly,  thougli  11  proved 
satisfactory  in  laying  the  dtist  for 
al)uut  four  weeks  without  further 
treatment  This  jear  Alderman  Glea- 
son and  the  city  engineer  have  been 
endeavoring  to  ascertain  some  other 
(sattsfaotory  mwans  of  treatment  and 
they  now  recommend  to  tho  city  coun- 
cil the  use  of  oil.  suggesting  that  a 
mile  or  so  of  macadam  pavement  be 
first  treated  as  an  experiment,  and 
tlit-y  nairie  Foul  Bay  road  as  the  thor- 
oughfare  to   be   treated. 

In  a  report  submitted  to  the  council 
last. night,  they  point  out  that  the  city 
now  has  five  water  carts  working  and 
until  some  up-to-date  machine  for 
street  sprinkling  and  cleaning  can  be 
secured,  the*??  farts  will  have,  to  be! 
used.  Just  as  soon  as  a  proper  ma-t 
chine  which  can  be  used  on  smooth 
pavements  can  be  discovered,  It  will 
be  secured. 

Mayor  Morley  objected  to  any  more 
experiments  being  made.  He  cited 
other  cities  on  the  coast  where  oil  has 
been  tiaed  for  shears  -with  most  satis- 
factory reaulte,  and  he  failed  to  sea 
why  the  city  coum  not  extensively  ucse 
oil.  Instead  of,  as  suggested,  experi- 
menting with  but  one  street.

Importance  and  their  requirements  is 
evident  from  the  rough  draft  of  rules 
and  regulations,  to  be  made  applicable 
to  the  various  camps,  which  rules  and 
regulations  have  Just  been  submitted 
to  the  Acting-Premier  Hon.  Dr.  Young, 
and   read  as   folio wa: 

"Regulations  for  the  sanitary  con- 
trol of  lumber,  mining  and  other 
camps,  sawmills  and  other  industries 
situated  In  unorganized  districts. 
Bnlea  for  X.ogglng  Campa 
"1.  Every  employer  of  labor  on  any 
work  in  any  lumbering,  mining,  con- 
struction or  other  camp,  sawmill  or 
other  industry  situated  in  any  portion 
of  an  unorganized  district,  shall  upon 
the  establishment  of  each  and  every 
camp  or  work,  forthwith  notify  the 
sanitary  inspector  of  the  province  of 
the  establishment  ot  me  same,  and 
when  requested,  shall  furnish  such 
particulars  as  may  be  required  by  the 
said   Inspector. 

"2.  The  owner,  manager,  agent  or 
foreman  of  any  lumber,  mining,  or 
other  camp,  sawmill  or  other  industry, 
located  within  an  unorganized  district, 
shall  in  couiioCtlon  with  every  !"'-!ch 
Industry  or  works,  be  responsible  for 
the  execution  and  enforcement  of -any 
regulation  herein  contained,  or  here- 
after  to    be  adopted. 

"3.  If  in  the  opinion  of  the  sanitary 
Inspector  the  site  of  •  any  camp  or 
works  is  unhealthy  or  lnsanitar>'.  he 
may  order  the  removal  of  such  camp 
or  works  to  some  other  site  to  be 
selected  by  him. 

"4.  Any  house,  tent  or  dwelling  oc- 
cupied by  the  employes  engaged  in  any 
industry  located  within  an  unorganized 
district    shall   contain    sufficient   cubic 
feet  of  air  space  for  every     occupant 
thereof    as    may    In    each    instance    be 
deemed   necessary   by  the  sanitary   In- 
spector, and  shall  further  be  provided 
with    efficient    means      of    ventilation 
The    floor   of    every    dwelling    shall    be 
constructed    of   boards      or    plank-s   or 
other  material  equally  suitable  for  the 
purpose,    raised    on    supports    at    least 
one  foot  from  the  ground  and  so  made 
that  it  shail  be  light.     Every  dwelling, 
other  than  a  temporary  tent,  shall  .be 
lighted  by  windows  so  constructed  that 
they    can    be    opened>^;(^hen    necessary. 
••!).  The      method    of    'ventilation    of 
every    dwelling    In    which    a    stove    or| 
furnace   i.s   used   shall   be  such   as   willj 
satisfy     the     sanitary    inspector.      ThCj 
temperature      of    the    room      shall    hej 
maintained    at   from    60    to    65    degrees 
Pahr.;     and    a    shallow    pan      supplied 
with  water  shall  be  kept  on  the  stove 
to   supply  air  moisture- 

"6-  Every  camp  or  the  works  of 
every  industry  coming  under  these 
regulations  shall  be  equipped  with  a 
wash-house  or  laundry  containing  a 
stove  and  tubs  for  bathing  purposes. 
"7.  Every  camp  or  works  shall  be 
supplied  with  a  building  or  tent  prop- 
erly constructed  and  set  apart  as  a 
kitchen  and  having  a  dining-room  in 
connection  therewith,  with  proper  con- J 


camp  or  works  must  be  so  located  as 
not  to  contaminate  the  water  supply, 
and  must  not  be  less  than  125  feet 
distant  from  any  dwelling  or  kitchen. 
This  distance  may  be  Increased  at  the 
discretion   of  the   sanitary   inspector. 

"11.  I>rinted  copies  of  these  regula- 
tions may  be  obtained  from  the  san- 
itary inspector. 

"12.  Should  the  sanitary  inspector 
find  that  any  of  these  regulations  are 
not  complied  with,  he  may  where  ne- 
cessary, take  steps  to  enforce  them. 
and  the  expense  of  such  action  shall 
be  paid  by  the  employer  or  his  agent. 
"13.  The  penalties  contained  and 
provided  in  Sec.  97  of  the  Health  Act 
shall  apply  to  the  violations  of  any  of 
these   regulations. 

"14.  The  water  supply  ot  any  camp 
or  works  must  be  uncontamlnated  and 
obtained  from  a  source  satisfactory  to 
the   saniUry   Inspector. 

"15.  The    sanitary      ln«pector      may, 

the 

provincial  constable  or 

constables  to  assist  him  In  the  per- 
formance of  his  duties  and  to  aid  in 
the  enforcement  of  these  regulations." 


Such  an  undertaking  wi'.l  be  viewed 
with  interest  by  botanists  the  world 
over.  It  will  take  years  to  accomplish 
the  result  aimed  at,  but  that  result 
must  add  Immensely  ta  the  vulue  ot 
the  university  as  an  educatiopal  and 
Bcientinc  Institution.

It  was  only  after  repeated  efforts  that 
Captain  Daniels  was  able  to  pass  a 
fresh  line  to  Captain  Klrkwood  and  tow 
the  barge  from  her  undesirable  position 
near  the  rocks  on  Destruction  Island. 


The  report  has  been  received  here  that 
the  Japanese  training  cruisers  Aso  and 
Soya  which  visited  Esquimau  about 
three  years  ago  will  be  here  again  In 
September  or  October  on  a  cruise  of 
Pacific  ocean  ports.

are    four-funnelled    armored    cruisers. 

Admiral  Ijichl,  who  was  flag  captain 
of  the  MIkasa,  flagship  of  Admiral 
Togo  during  the  Russo-Japanese  war, 
was  in  command  of  the  two  vessels  on 
their  last  cruise.

"It  was  represented  that  Moore  and 
Schley  had  pledged  $6,000,000  of  thl.s 
stock  In  the  various  banks.  Mr.  Led- 
yard said  there  was  no  possible  way  to 
prevent  the  failure  of  Moore  and  Schley, 
unless  we  purchased  this  stock,  and  he 
believed  the  failure  of  Moore  and 
Schley  would  mean  the  failure  of  many 
banks. 

"Mr.  Morgan  said-  to  me:  'I  don't 
know  whether  the  United  States  Steel 
Corporation  can  afford  to  purchase  thl.1 
stock  or  not.  You  know  best  as  to 
that.  If  It  does  not  buy  It;  If  the  United 
States  Steel  Corporation  or  someone 
else  doe.s  not  furnlph  relief,  no  m.in 
can  say  what  the  effect  will  be  on  the 
financial  situation  throughout  the  coun- 
try. The  situation  i.s  extremely  criti- 
cal. If  you  can  see  your  way  clear  to 
buy  it.  I  have  no  doubt  such  action 
win  relieve  the  situation.  I  will  turn

NEW  YORK.  June  2. — The  recent  ad- 
vance In  stocks  was  extended  today, 
and  the  market  was  one  of  the  broad- 
est and  most  active  of  the  year.

The  confident  tone  of  the  market 
could  not  be  attributed  to  any  news  of 
the  day,  but  appeared  to  be  based  on 
the  combined  effects  of  recent  develop- 
ments. 

The  srovernmenfs  first  report  on  the 
••otton  crop  for  the  season,  which  was 
issued  today,  gave  further  basis  for  ex- 
pectation of  good  crops. 

The  Hill  stocks  were  again  str.ong  r.nd 
active.  Profit-taking  weakened  the 
Chicago.  Burlington  and  Qulncy  Joint 
four  per  cent  bonds,  which  have  been 
associated  with  Great  Northern  and 
Northern  Pacific  In  the  advance  which 
followed  the  announcement  of  the  Hill 
financing  project.  American  Tobacco 
securities  continued  their  decline.  The 
common  stock  dropped  fifteen  points  on 
the  "curb,"  subsequently  recovering 
part  of  the  loss.  American  Tobacco 
four  per  cent  bonds  declined  2%  to  86, 
virtually  the  price  at  which  they  sold 
before  the  supreme  court's  decision  was 
announced,  after  having  risen  to  93% 
in  expectation  that  the  issue  would  be 
retired  at  par  In  connection  with  the 
dissolution  of   the    tobacco   combine.

The' 
cost  of  new  novels  make  their  purchase  a  lux- 
ury. The  circulating  libraries  came  into  being 
to  meet  this  difficulty,  but  there  are  many 
things  which  have  thrown  libraries  into  dis- 
favor—chiefly the  trouble  of  getting  just  the 
book  required  and  the  questionable  state  of 
some  of  the  volumes  handed  out.  The  prob- 
lem of  supplying  a  book  worth  buying  to  read 
and  keep  at  a  price  less  than  half  that  formerly 
asked  was  finally  solved  by  an  enterprising 
firm  of  publishers.  As  a  result  they  have 
jtfjnped  from  obscurity  to  be,  in  point  of  sales, 
the  leading  publishers  of  the  world.  Just  note 
the  following  list  of  the  hundreds  they  publish, 
all  illustrated,  well  printed  and  bound,  and 
most  of  them  in  handsome  wrappers:
